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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group I (claims 1-8) in the reply filed on 
10/20/2004 is acknowledged. 

Priority

have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kim, US Patent 
6,373,546. 
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The above claims are anticipated by Kim's figures 1, 3d and 4d and accompanying text 
which disclose a liquid crystal display (LCD having an active matrix substrate including a 
plurality of spaced apart signal input terminal (figure 1) comprising: 

. an insulating substrate (1); 

. a plurality of spaced apart conductive line terminals (13/23); 
. an insulating film (41) having a contact hole (51/61); 

. a plurality of conductive terminal pads (57/67) corresponding the conductive line 
terminal, wherein a length of each terminal pad in a direction perpendicular to the 
terminal arrangement direction is larger than a width of contact hole (see figure 1).
